One of Fastest 
Planes in World 


LONDON, Juiy 12.—(Reuters) 
—Details of the RAF's jet-pro- 
pelled “Gloster Meteor” claimed 
to be one of the world’s finest 
fighter planes, were published 
here last night 

The meteor, powered by 
gas jet turbine engines designed 
by Air Commodore Frank Whit-

tle, pioneer of British jet air- 
craft, is built by Rolls-Royce. An 
all-metal, low-wing monoplane 
with tricycle undercarriage, the 


meteor is armed with four 20-mm. 
Hispano guns—linked with a cam- 
era-gun mounted in the nose— 
which may be fired with the can- 
non if desired. 

Speed of this aircraft is still 
secret, but it is generally believed 
to be one of the fastest fighters 
in the world.

There is surely enough vacant real es- 
tate in Edmonton to permit the creation 
at regular geographic intervals, of public 
playgrounds properly equipped v I 
things which best amuse and 
youngsters. 

And these playgrounds should be super- 
vised during all the playing hours of the 
day. Full time supervision is not only 
necessary to protect equipment but also to 
guide and instruct the children.

Therefore, though the 
outer impression of Paris is most 
lovable and attractive, it gives one 
pause to wonder whether nations 
ever learn by experience and suf- 
fering. 

And this is not only true of 
France. All Europe should be tak- 
ing sober thought of its future in a 
great power world, where Europe 
all together is hopelessly weak in 
her present atomized condition. But 
Europe is momentarily Xenophobic 
as is all the Near East. Perhaps, out 
of the resistance movements, some 
all-European, political, social and 
economic program may gradually

urging the Dominion government 
to over-ride opposition from some 
of the provinces and thus force the 
adoption of the recommendations. 

“In the interests of the future 
of Canada,” he said, “it seems 
to us that the Dominion has no 
reasonable choice other than to 


carry out its own expressed 
views and to implement the 
main recommendation of the 
report.” 

Failing such action, Mr. Bracken 
feared that Manitoba might be 
forced to halt the flow of provin- 
cial wealth from this to other 
parts of the Dominion by legisla- 


tive action. 

“The Canadian economy.” he 
said, “concentrates wealth in 
the central provinces. The Cana- 
dian system of finance, as it is 
at present constituted does too 
little to redistribute that * con- 
centrated wealth.” 

| Unless some form of redistribu- 
tion was adopted, the prairie prov- 
inces and the maritimes would 
become “the poor relations of their 
cousins in the artistically favored 
areas.” Not to act, he said, would 
be a “staggering” blow to Con- 
federation. Could it be supposed 
that by erecting a wall around 
every province, by Balkanizing the 
country from coast to coast, we 
would be adding to Canadian wealth 
or Canadian prestige or Canadian 
unity or making Canada a greater 
country than it had been in the 
past?

It was April 21, 1926, and the| 
people of Great Britain were told | 
that the Duke of York and his/ 
Scottish wife were the parents of 
a baby girl. 

A few days later the Archbishop | 
of Canterbury baptized the infant} 
with water from the Jordan—taking 
great care not to splash the lace 
robe that had once been worn by 
Good Queen Bess. 

The new Princess was named 
Elizabeth for her Cuentng - Balres | 
ancestor, Alexandra, for the widow 
of Edward the Seventh, and Mary 
in honor of her grandmother, the 
Queen, 

Many dignitaries attending the 
Royal christening seemed to feel 
the heavy hand of destiny hover- 
ing over the tiny head. The baby 
Elizabeth was just two steps away 
from the throne of England. And 
the possibility that she would one 
day be queen grew as her uncle, 
the Prince of Wales, continued to 
avoid marriage and to repeat that 
his brother Albert would make a 
much better king than himself. 
Elizabeth soon became the most 
publicized child in Great Britain, 
the Empire's favorite little girl. 

An explorer in the Antarctic 
named a narrow strip of the icy 
continent Princess Elizabeth Land. 
Her photograph was soon seen in 
every home. Blue-eyed dolls with 
her golden hair and wide mouth 
appeared in countless British 
nurseries. She set the pace for little 
girl styles. 

LILYBET IS NICKNAME 

Lilybet—as she called herself— 
was beginning to notice that she 
was no ordinary child, She picked 
up royal airs but she quickly found 
they were not appreciated either 
by her mother, the Duchess, or by 
her grandmother, the Queen. |
